What was the surprisé of the:crowd 
to see the steam engines slowly bit 
surély lose momentum and » finally 
come to a complete stop still with 
their throttls wide, puffing and chug- 
gitig as under an extraordinary strain, 
Then what appeared fo be the im- 
possible happened, and a great cheer 
went up from the crowd as they saw 
the steam engines forced backward, 
first only by inches, but gradwally as 
the full power of the electric was 
brought into play the procession be- 
came.almost a rout, and when the 
test ended a.few minutes later the 
steam locomotives. were. moving 
steadily backward and the electric lo- 
comotive was declared the victor.

John L. Cope to Have Special Type 
of Machine Made for His

John L. Cope, leader and organizer 
of the British Imperial Antarctic Ex- 
pedition, statedh with regard to his 
projected flight that he was not 
merely goings. to. fly to the pole, but 
intended to use the airplane through- 
out the six’ or sevéh years that the 
expedition would be on the ice. It 
was his intention to chart the whole 

Antarctic from the air..: 

Of course, added Mr. Cope, the ma- 
chine igself would have to be of a 
very special type—capable of carry- 
ing four men and provisions for at 
least one. month.” While a fast ma- 
chine would«be of great value, what 
was more important was climbing 
ability. The experts were convinced 
that they could design a plane which 
would accomplish the task, One of 
the fuictions of the pilot would be 
to act as the eyes of the ship once 
| they were in the ice... Like Comman- 
der Shackleton, he was convinced 
that an airman flying ahead of the 
ship and in touch with wireless would 
be able to point out ice-free channels 
through which the-ship could be navi- 
gated, 

Among the personnel of the expe- 
dition is Mr, Ernest Joyce, who ac- 
companied the first Scott expedition 
to the South Pole, and was a mem- 
ber both Shackleton expeditions. 
Mr. Joyce is now on his way to Eng- 
land from Sydney, and is to serve as 
second in command. to Mr, Cope.

Smelter Company Contemplates In-| 
stalling A New Concentrator 
At Rossland, B.C. 

A report from Victoria says that 
the Consolidated Mining and Smelter 
Company contemplates installing a 
new concentrator at Rossland, British 
Columbia, which will cover an area of 
about an acre and involve an outlay 
of at least $1,000,000. The buildings
